1. A Gontrol of freis;ht braffic by 36 soviet troons and 60 VP 
personnel, operatin: in throes shifts has been in operation at 
the Jeddin marshaling yard since 21 ‘iay 1950. The soviet 
soldiers are quartered in the Yorncr restaurant of the 
transloading shed, the rooms of which are beins reconditioned 
by seven Fotsdan firms. 


&. the reconstruction of the transshipmont shed at the Seddin 
marshaling yard has been intensified since early May 1950. 


5. A soviet control officer is on duty at the “ustermark mar-= 
Shaling yard. He has at his disposal 40 VP personnel from 
the Talkensee detachment of the border police ‘Ring um 
Berlin". The VP personnel are quartered in three houses in 
Llsgrund which were formerly occupied by Soviet units. 


4. The shipping bills of all shipments from the Western Zones 
to the Vestern Sector of Berlin and vice versa are being 
inspected. On all intra-zonal shipments and shipments from 
the ‘Jest to the Soviet cone and to the Soviet dector of 
Berlin and vice versa, not only the shipping papers, but 
also the shipments thomselves are opened. Shipments with~- 
out shippins pepers are confiscated. 


5. A freicht car loaded with sift parcels from America, mostly 
for people living in tecklenburg, was detained on 4 June 
1950. The soviet control officer made a list of the receivers. 
This freisht car had been released by 6 June 1950. 
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”, New sheds are being bullt or available ones improved at 
16 reilroad stations and freight stations, around berlin. 
411 sheds have a railroad connection. lost of the con« 
struction work is being done at Seddin and ‘Justernerk. 
this work may be in sonnec- 
tion with the establishment of custom stations provided 
with transshipment and storase facilities. *
